1, The Chairman reported that the refersoced paper was submitted by 
OC! CLA and the Navy, The proposal for coverage in connection with the Soviet 
weapons test in arctic waters was broken into three parte: first, a peripheral 
flight; second, an overflight of the island NOVAYA ZEMLYA in the KAR A Sen; 
thizd, an overflight of Naval installations of highest priority, SEVEROMORSK 
aad MOLOTOVSK, It was the consensus of the group that the potential from

3, It was reported to the Chairman after the meeting by the Project 
Intelligence Officer, that un angie would prevent useful coverage 
of the island of MOVAYA ZEMLTA, 


4 The remaining requirement, i.¢., SEVEROMORSK and MOLOTOVSK, 
being highest priority targets bearing on the guided missile and atemic energy 
weapon problems, would be subject to coverage from the point of view of sun 
angle in the course of the next two weeks; the justification for coverage ef these 
lay in whatever contribution coverage of them would make to the problems in the 
AE end GM estimative fields, 1t wae recognized that it would be wisest to give 
final consideration to this requirement after the results of KAPUSTIN FAR have 
been examined despite the fact that these proposed areas would be neted for their 
surfacestoesurface and surface-to-air guided missiles au against ICBM at 
MAPUSTIM TAR, The fact was noted that surface-te-surface and surfacestoosir 
gvided missites rark with the ICBM in terms of National Intelligence pricrity 
objectives, 


& The case for these requirements was admittedly weakened by the 
anticipation that submarines or other vessels eqaipped with GM launch facilities 
would be most likely in the current exercises to bs at sea rather than in their 
ports. 


6, Whereas the Navy supported the proposed venture with the comment 
that they atill believed “worthwhile intelligence” would be obtained and the Army 
was prone to support their view, O8! CLA could nat do se {though they interposed 
no objection), and the Air Force reserved ite position pending an examination as 
te the applicability of Air Force peripheral photography to these targets within 
the past year,
